Serious concerns about consultation process for healthcare proposals

SOUTHEND councillors have 
unanimously backed a motion which 
slammed a consultation on plans for 
healthcare service changes in mid 
and south Essex. 

The motion, submitted by the 
Labour group on the council, was 
approved at a full council meeting 
last Thursday. 

It included a call for the council’s 
people scrutiny committee to 
consider referring the Mid and 
South Essex Sustainability and 
Transformation Partnership’s (STP) 
plans to Matt Hancock, Secretary 
of State for Health and Social Care. 

The STP plans were given approval 
earlier this month by the region’s 
five clinical commissioning groups, 
following a 16-week consultation 
process. They include assessment 
and treatment centres alongside 
the A&E departments at each of 
Basildon, Broomfield and Southend 
Hospitals as well as for a specialist 
stroke unit at Basildon. 

The Labour motion said: 
“The recent consultation on the 
measures in the Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan did not set out 
the impact of proposed changes 
and evidence of patient outcomes 
has not been demonstrated despite 
requests from the People Scrutiny 
Committee, the Joint Health 
Overview Committee, Southend 
Health and Wellbeing Board, and 
individual councillors, over a period 
of 18 months. 

“Proposals by the STP team 
are still unclear even though the 
potential for amendment of those 
proposals has almost concluded.” 

The motion went on to say the 
council feels there is still not enough 
clarity on concerns raised including 
evidence for moving stroke services 
to Basildon and a lack of detail 


regarding transport and patient 
transfers. 

It added that the council disagreed 
with the current process of delivering 
change, and said it “wants to see a 
true process of consultation, setting 
out the full impact of proposed 
changes and clarity about what will 
happen to current services.” 

During the meeting, councillors 
from different parties spoke to 
support the motion. 

These included Labour’s Kevin 


Robinson, who described the 
consultation as “probably one of the 
poorest I have ever seen”. 

Conservative cabinet member 
Lesley Salter also said she absolutely 
supported the motion, and agreed 
with the concern expressed about the 
planned changes to stroke services. 

In a vote councillors unanimously 
agreed to pass the motion. 

Labour group leader Ian Gilbert, 
who proposed it, said: “I am delighted 
the council was able to speak with 


one voice and recognise the fact that 
we have serious concerns about the 
consultation process for the plans, 
and how they will impact people’s 
care. 

“We will have to see the outcome 
of the Joint Health Overview and 
Scrutiny meeting, however, I believe 
we should be prepared to refer to the 
Secretary of State.” 

Professor Mike Bewick, chairman 
of the joint committee of the five 
clinical commissioning groups, 
said: “We have engaged extensively 
with our local authority partners 
both through the local scrutiny 
committees and the Joint Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee, and 
regularly at each of three health and 
wellbeing boards covering mid and 
south Essex. 

“This included sharing with them 
the plans for consultation prior to 
launch and a number of formal 
and informal meetings during the 
consultation period itself, enabling 
members to provide input at every 
stage.”

by officers. 

DI Chris Rose said: “This incident 
is likely to have drawn some attention 
from residents and we would like to 
highlight that no wider or further risk 
is posed to the public.”

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Extra police to tackle rises in 
violent crime and sex offences

VIOLENT crime in Southend rose by 
more than 1,000 offences in a year, 
according to latest figures. 

The numbers released by the Office 
for National Statistics (ONS) showed 
the borough saw an increase of violence 
against the person crimes recorded 
from 4,375 in the year up to March 
2017 to 5,457 for the 12 months up to 
March 2018. 

The number of sexual offences 
recorded in the same time period went 
up by more than 100 while possession 
of weapons offences saw a 53 per cent 
spike. 

An Essex Police spokesman said a 
third of violent crime is made up of 
domestic violence offences and added 
that teams such as the force’s Operation 
Raptor units were tackling the rest of 
the violent crime rise. 

He said the force’s south Operation 
Raptor team, which covers Basildon, 
Southend, Castle Point and Rochford, 
locked up drug dealers for a total of 


109 years and seized drugs with a street 
value of £220,000, arrested 232 people 
suspected of drug and gang crime, 
seized more than £130,000 in criminal 
cash and took 40 weapons off the street 
in 2017. 

The ONS figures revealed that 
overall crime had gone up by six per 
cent in Southend in the 12 months to 
March 2018, below the county average 
of 11 per cent. 

Other areas in which crime fell in 
Southend were vehicle crime which 
dropped 15 per cent and theft, which 
went down by 12 per cent. 

The police spokesman said: “We are 
particularly concerned about increases 
in violent crime and sexual offences 
which are rising in south Essex and 
across the country. 

“That’s why we’ve invested in 
specialist teams and it’s why 150 more 
police officers will be on Essex streets 
in the next year. 

“Every crime is bad for victims 
to experience and causes fear in 
communities, but the data also shows 
how rare they are. 

“Around 10 people in every 1,000

in Southend experienced violence 
with injury crime in the last year and 
only one in every 1,000 experienced 
robbery.” 

Southend Council’s executive 
councillor for public protection, Mark 


Flewitt, said the council had a role in 
supporting police regarding antisocial 
behaviour and cited the decision of the 
council’s cabinet in May to agree plans 
for an expanded Community Safety 
team. 

Cllr Flewitt added: “Councillors also 
continue to petition the Police, Fire and 
Crime Commissioner to apply extra 
police officer numbers for Southend. 

“The increase in violent crime is sadly 
in line with a current, national trend, 
and the vast majority were targeted 
attacks, where internal disputes are 
settled through violence. 

“There are only very few incidents of 
random attacks and Southend remains 
a safe place to live, work and do 
business.” 

Sir David Amess, Southend West’s 
Conservative MP, said he and fellow 
Essex MPs had met with the county’s 
Police, Fire and Crime Commissioner 
Roger Hirst and the force’s outgoing 
Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh 
last week to discuss the rise in reported 
crime. 

He said “immediate action is being 
taken to address the situation”.

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Options to improve 
Bell junction unveiled

THREE options for how Southend 
Council could tackle congestion and 
air pollution at Bell junction have been 
unveiled to the public. 

The possible highway layouts were 
revealed at a public consultation last 
week. 

The £5million plan to improve the 
busy junction is part of a series of 
infrastructure projects aimed at 
improving traffic flow along the A127. 

The options focus on changing how 
vehicles access Rochford Road, with 
the council’s preferred option remov¬ 
ing the right turn lane onto the road and 
adding a dedicated left turn slip road 
from the A127 eastbound carriageway. 

The existing footbridge would also be 
removed to prevent the bridge supports 
from obstructing the new road layout. 

The most costly of the three options 
proposes widening the road in order 
to accommodate a new pedestrian 
crossing system at both Hobleythick 
Lane and Rochford Road. 

Cllr Mark Flewitt, who represents St 
Laurence Ward, said: “I will support 
whatever option the majority of my 
residents see as best for them. 

“Once this consultation closes, as 
ward councillors, we will have a look 
at what the preferred options are and be 
better informed with what people want. 

“I will say that after all we’ve learnt

from Kent Elms we will do our best to 
make sure that the utility companies 
don’t let us down again.” 

The Kent Elms junction has been 
undergoing similar improvement works 
for several years and been plagued 
with delays due to utility companies 
taking longer to complete work than 
estimated. 

The £6.5m project has now overrun 
by almost 12 months. 

At the beginning of the month, Cllr 
Andrew Moring, cabinet member for 
infrastructure, called the Kent Elms 
junction the “most challenging” of all 
junction improvements along the A127. 

He also made assurances that lessons

had been learnt and they were already 
being applied to Bell junction. 

Mr Flewitt, who is also responsible 
for public protection, added that he 
is confident all the options within the 
public consultation will contribute 
towards reducing the high levels of 
nitrogen dioxide which have been 
recorded at the junction. 

He said: “Any of these options are 
highly likely to solve the air quality 
issue because speedier traffic and less 
standstill will reduce the nitrogen 
dioxide in the atmosphere. I think in 
terms of solving that with these options, 
we are onto a relative certainty.” 

The consultation ends on September 9.

Remainers 
to blame for 
delayed deal 

THE Remainer, Paul Martin, 
after writing his misleading, 
false and scaremongering letter 
(Southend, YA July 20) claims 
he isn’t promoting Project 
Fear.

He is deluded if he thinks it 
is the Brexiteers in government 
who are squabbling over 
what to negotiate, it is the 
Remainers, Theresa May 
included, who are delaying 
Brexit by their duplicitous 
behaviour.

Under WTO rules UK 
exporters face a potential 
impact of £5.2billion in tariffs 
on goods sold to the EU. 

EU exporters will also face 
£12.9bn in tariffs on goods 
coming to the UK. 

Exporters to the UK in 22 of 
the remaining 27 EU member 
states face higher tariff costs 
when selling their goods than 
UK exporters face when selling 
their goods to these coun¬ 
tries. German exporters face 
£3.4bn in tariffs against their 
UK counterparts who would 
face £0.9bn. France would 
face £1.4bn against the UK’s 
£0.07bn. A similar pattern 
exists for all of the UK’s major 
EU trading partners. 

His comparison of the UK 
becoming alone and like North 
Korea is laughable. North 
Korea is a rogue state that the 
rest of the world chooses to 


punish whereas the UK is a 
state with whom the rest of the 
world (except apparently the 
EU) can’t wait to deal with. 

As for his claim the EU will 
work together and carry on 
regardless, he has obviously 
missed what is going on in 
Europe. Italy’s financial crisis, 
the rise of Eurosceptic parties, 
the refusal of some countries to 
admit refugees, rich north and 
poor south animosity to name 
just a few. 

Add to this the need to 
increase their contributions to 
the EU coffers on the UK’s 
exit and they will be fighting 
like cats in a sack.

W HAM! Bam! Ben Evans plays 
the man, George Michael in 
The Best of Wham! - com¬ 
ing to Southend’s Cliffs Pavilion on 
October 3.

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - FALLOUT (12A, 
147 mins) 

I N 1996, when a fresh-faced, 30-some- 
thing Tom Cruise accepted his mission to 
revamp the classic 1960s TV series, it’s 
unlikely he envisioned that he would still be 
breaking sweat as gung-ho IMF agent Ethan 
Hunt more than two decades later. 

Life is full of surprises and few are as exhil¬ 
arating as Mission: Impossible — Fallout. 

The sixth and arguably best instalment of 
the globe-trotting franchise welcomes back 
writer-director Christopher McQuarrie, 
Oscar-winning screenwriter of The Usual 
Suspects, for a suspenseful thriller that 
unravels tangled narrative threads from the 
2015 film, Rogue Nation. 

While other blockbusters rely heavily 
on digital trickery, Fallout places its most 
expensive special effect, its leading man, in 


almost every adrenaline-pumping shot. 

Cruise performs his own death-defying 
stunts including riding a motorcycle without 
a helmet at high speed against the flow of 
traffic around the Arc de Triomphe, pilot¬ 
ing a helicopter during a stomach-churning 
360-degree downward spiral, and freefall 
jumping at 25,000 feet from an aircraft. 

McQuarrie keeps the camera as close as 
possible to Cruise so we can appreciate 
every straining sinewy and split-second 
decision between life and horrific injury, 
including a leap between buildings during 
a climatic chase high above the streets of 
London, which resulted in the Hollywood 
star breaking his ankle.

Hot hazards inside your car

A WARNING has gone 
out to drivers to take care 
what they leave inside their 
car in the current spell of 
hot weather. 

Fleet management experts 
Venson Automotive 
Solutions says there are 
numerous everyday items 
ranging from disposable 
lighters to cans of fizzy 
drink which can cause a 
problem. 

The company cites 
a recent case where a 
cigarette lighter left 
on a car dashboard was 
implicated in a car fire due 
to the sun’s rays causing it 
to catch fire. 

Gil Kelly, operations 
director at Venson, said: 
“Whilst a disposable 
cigarette lighter causing a 
fire in a car or van on a 
hot day is very rare, there 
are other everyday items 
that can still create a lot of 
damage to the interior of a 
vehicle. 


“Some drivers take 
the risk of transporting 
combustible items 
including petrol in 
containers that are not ‘fit 
for purpose’, increasing 
the risk of spontaneous 
combustion.” 

Venson says that a 
car is essentially like 
a greenhouse when it is 
parked in direct sunlight, 
with it taking just 10 
minutes for the temperature 
inside to climb to hazardous 
levels. 

A cigarette lighter has 
the ability to explode in 
high temperatures which 
can cause damage to glass 
inside the vehicle or bum 
holes in the seats. 

“The cost of any damage 
to a leased vehicle can add 
up and will be determined 
at the end of the contract,” 
added Mr Kelly. 

“Therefore, it is 
important to ensure that 
any internal damage is kept 
to a minimum and fleet 
managers can play a role 
in this by helping drivers 


understand the dangers 
some items cause when 
exposed to the sun. 

“Drivers need to be 
mindful that when they 
leave their vehicle parked 
up, especially for long 
periods of time, they 
remove any objects which 
could cause damage 
through exposure to high 
temperatures, including 
items on the dashboard, 
seats, rear parcel shelf and 
boot.” 

Venson has put out a list 
of items which can pose a 
threat if left in a car in hot 
weather. 

As well as lighters it 
highlights the dangers 
posed by pens which can 
burst, aerosol cans and 
disposable batteries which 
it says can leak acid when 
exposed to direct sunlight. 

It also points out that 
plastic drink bottles 
can pose a danger since 
chemicals in the plastic can 
leak into the drink under 
hot conditions posing a risk 
to health.

CHRIS Powell’s Shrimpers enjoyed 
a good workout on Sunday against 
a side harbouring a long-awaited 
return to the Premier League.
